Bainbridge, Ga., August 2.—(Special.) 
At the end of a four-day legal battle 
Judge W. M. Harrell today made per- 
manent the injunction of the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama Railway compa- 
ny, thus restraining their employees, 
represented in the four brotherhoods, 
from going on a strike of from voting 
on a strike. 

The case will perhaps go before a 
jury at the May term of the superior 
court In this county. 

Cause of Litigation. 

The injunction was brought as a re- 
sult of the announcement from broth- 
erhood officials that if a favorable an- 
swer should not be received to their 
demand for the reinstatement of Engi- 
nér Strickland and an increase in 
Wages within twenty-four hours, the 
‘men would be polled as to striking. 

The brotherhoods retained as lead- 
fag counse)] Attorney Rewben Arnold, 
of Atlarita, while General’ Counsel T. 
8. Hawes, of the Gé0f8ta, Florida and 
Alabama, took .the lead for the railroad 
company. 

The decision is classed by Iocal at- 
torneys as one of the most unique in 
the history of the country. The points 
of law advanced were said to have 
Leen different in many respects from 
any ever presented. 

Adamson Law Brought In. 

The Adamson law was brought into 
a strike question for the first time, 
as was the recent decision of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court declaring un- 
constitutional the Georgia road-cross- 
ing law. 

Judge Harrell’s decision was one of 
the strongest ever rendered in a Geor- 
gia court, according to local lawyers, 
and his grasp and presentation of the 
evidence and argument are said to have 
been wonderfully strong. 

Mr. Arnold based his argument prin- 
cipally on the unconstitutionality of 
the injunction, claiming that its per- 
manency would amount to holding the 
men in a state of involuntary servitude 
and be a Violation of the thirteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States. He argued that the 
Adamson law merely fixed a schedule 
‘of wages and had nothing to do with 
the right of employees to strike. 

Attorneys for the road based their 
plea for the injunction on the grounds 
that the brotherhood men were under 
a contract with the railroad company 


to furnish services which could not be? 


terminated except upon 30 days’ writ- 
ten notice, that no change in labor or 
rate conditions is permissible under the 
Adamson law until the period of test 
is complete; that a strike on a railroad 
line is an interference with interstate 
commerce and the United States mails. 
Court’s Holdings. 

The court held that the supreme 
court decision on the Adamson law 
laid down the principle that the men 
who are the recipients, of the benefits 
of that law are not allowed to leave 
work in a concerted action until this 
law is tested through the nine months 
provided, and the commission §  ap- 
pointed to investigate the operation of 
the law has reported. It has held that 
a strike tending to suspend operation 
of a railroad line would prevent a test 
as to the claim of the various roads 
that an increase in freight rates will 
be necessary in order for the railroads 
to comply with the provisions of the 
eight-hour law. 

A unique feature of the decision was 
the holding thet a strike is an inter- 
ference with the United 
and interstate commerce. 

Attorneys for the 
had argued that interference meant 
tearing up tracks, incapacitating en- 
gines and other acts of overt interfer- 
ence. The court held that since 
rules of the brotherhoods prevent 
striking members from 
the company in times of strikes, and 
since practically every competent rail- 
1o0ad employee in the country is a mem- 
ber of one of the four brotherhoods, a 
strike is a potential interference.

Washington, August 2.—The impera- 
tive need of ships in the trans-Atlantic 
service was disclosed today in indi- 
cations that the shipping board is pre- 
paring to cgmmandeer all American ton- 
nage and in an order issued by Presit- 
dent Wilson which has the effect of 
cutting off steel exports to Japan un- 
less Japanese vessels are diverted to

The shipping board probably will an- 
nounce a commandeering program 
within a few days. It will call for the 
requisitioning of ships under author- 
ity recently given to the president by 
congress and probably will include ar- 
rangements for turning .the’ vessels 
back to their owners for actual opera- 
tion.

Senate Committee Favors Bill 
to Allow the State to Make 
Direct Appropriation. 


The senate committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, in session Thurs- 
day afternoon, favorably recommended 
the bill of Senator Andrews, amending 
the constitution so as to allow the 
state to make direct appropriations for’ 
the construction, maintenance and im- 
provement of roads. 

This is a companion bill to the _ bill 
introduced by Senator Andrews au- 
thorizing counties to issue joint bonds’ 
for the construction of intercounty 
highways. which has passed the sen- 
ate and 1s now pending in the house. 


Both of these bills have the approval 
of the state highway commission and 
the Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion. 

The immediate object of these bills 
is to enable the state more readily to 
comply with the terms of the federal 
act appropriating money for the aid of 
states in the construction of good 
roads. 

The committee postponed action upon 
the local school tax constitutional 
amendment bill until Monday in order 
to give the subcommittee considering 
it more time to arrive at final agree- 
ment as to the exact terms of the bill.

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HOUSE SPENDS SESSION 
DISCUSSING TAX ACT 


First Thirteen Paragraphs Al- 
lowed to Stand as Report- 
ed by Committee. 


As far as the house got ingts con- 
Bideration of the general tax hct yes- 
terday morning, which was only 
through the thirteenth paragraph of 
the second section, it was easy sailing 
for the ways and means committee and 
its chairman, Mr. Akin. 

Although stiff oppesition was raised 
to a number of items in the bill, every 
tax feature was allowed to stand as 
the committee reported it, and only a 
few minor changes in phraseology and 
the broadening of exemptions so as to 
include soldiers and sailors in the war 
with Germany were adopted. 

It may ‘be said, however, that unless 
the house makes more speed than it 
did Thursday morning, it will reach the 
end of the session before all the sec- 
tions of the tax act have been acted 
upon. There are 134 separtte para- 
graphs of section 2, which imposes spe- 
cial taxes, and only 13, or less than one- 
tenth of the whole, were passed Thurs- 
day. At this rate it would require 10 
days, or nearly all of the business days 
of the house left, to complete its con- 
sideration. 

The house did, however, take a more 
serious view of its responsibilities than 
it has heretofore, and when Vice 
Chairman Jones, acting for the rules 
committee, asked that afternoon s8é€s- 
sions begin Friday, the request went 
through without an objection. 

There were two amendments adopted 
to the poll tax paragraph, one exempt- 
ing mutes as well as blind persons, and 
the other exempting soldiers and sail- 
ors in the service of the United States 
during the war. 


Fight on Professional Taxes. 

The first paragraph on which a fight 
was made was that increasing profes- 
sional taxes, applying to lawyers, doc- 
tors, etc., from $10 to $15» Mr. McCro- 
ry, of Schley, moved to amend by sub- 
stituting the old tax for the commit- 
tee figure.

Washington, August 2.—Reduction 
from 15 to 10 per cent in the proposed 
tax on undivided surplus of corpora- 
tions, joint stock companies and asso- 
ciations, and imposition of new “floor” 
taxes upon large accumulated stocks of 
sugar, coffee, tea and cocoa were steps 
decided on today by the sénate finance 
committee in revising the war tax bill. 
t is planned to complete the bill Sat- | 
urday and begin senate debate next! 
week. 

The levy on undistributed surplus vir- 


incomes are surtaxed. Ke- 
duction of the rate to 10 per cent fol- | 
lowed the committee's recent decision 
to treble the normal corporation tax, 
raising $162,000,000 more revenue from 
that source, 

From the proposed 15 per cent rate it 
was estimated that $25,000,000 in reve- 
nues would result. The 10 per cent tax 
will raise much less, as in addition to 
the 5 per cent reduction, the committee 
decided to exempt from the 10 per cent 
tax surplus that is’ ‘actually invested 
and employed in the business or retain- 
ed for employment in the re -asonable re- 
quirements of the business.’ 

The new floor tax on sugar, coffee, 
tea and cocoa is at the same rates as 
are prescribed in the bill for consump- 
tion taxes on these products. The pro-

Many corporations have re- 
quested the monthly installment pay- 
ment privilege because of their neces- 
sity’ to borrow large sums frequently 
for bulk payment required under: exist- 
ing law. 

Another new clause authorizes pay- 
ment of income and war excess profit 
taxes by uncertified checks or by the 
new treasury short-term certificates of 
indebtedness. 

A motion by Senator Gore to exempt 
farmers from the new war excess proft- 
its tax on individuals in trade or busi- 
ness was rejected by the committee. 

A new clause added to the war prof- 
its section provides a new standard for 
calculating tax exemptions of those 
claiming that their pre-war profits were 
subnormal. Under the plan if the sec- 
retary of treasury should find éxemp- 
tion claims are justified, those claiming 
exemption would be entitled to that al- 
lowed to new corporations not in exist- 
ence before the war, whose income and 
profits would be based upon that of 
companies or individuals engaged in the 
same asain line of trade or business.

Tents, pup, shelter and conical catch 
the eye wherever it falls, and as far 
as it can see. Campfires are burning. 
A savor of supper emanates from a 
hundred field kitchens. 

Long trains of motor lorries, trans- 
port wagons, cannon, caissons and wa- 
ter tanks are drawn up at the road- 
side. Horses and mules are tethered 
in every road and bypath. 

Soldiers Are Everywhere, 

Battalions of infantry are scattered 
here, the artillery there, and, hidden 
from view, but not from hearing, is 
the cavalry, recognized by tuneful out- 
bursts of its departmental anthem, 
which goes by the strain of “Just Be- 
fore the Battle, Mother:” 


“Farewell, bunkie, I must leave you; 
l am going far to roam, 

For I’m derned if I can soldier 
With a brush and currycomb.” 


Acting on orders from the 
partment, received Wednesday night on 
the eve of departure, Colonel Charles 
E. Noyes, commanding the body of 
soldiers, clapped a rigid censorship on 
all matters pertaining to his command. 

‘Photographers were ordered to take 
no pictures for publication, and news 
correspondents accompanying the. ex- 
pedition were instructed to submit all 
their copy to headquarters for censor- 
Ship. 

This attitude by the war departmenté 
toward a practice expedition of. mili- 
tary candidates is taken to presage a 
policy in America which will equal 
the censorship of Great Britain in the 
early days of her struggle.

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A CONVERT TO THE RECALL. 


After years of opposition to the principle 
of the recall, The Greensboro (N. C.) Record 
has at last confessed a change of heart. It 
has been converted through the attitude of 
the “little group of wilful men” in the Unit- 
ed States senate, who have bent their efforts 
since our declaration of war toward blocking 
the administration in Washington and ham- 
stringing the government, and now The Rec- 
ord is of opinion that the “recall proposi- 
tion,” may, after all, be a good thing. 

The Record said editorially: 


Maybe, after all, that recall proposi- 
tion isa good thing to have lying around 
on the principle that it “might come in 
handy some day.” . 

Here in our home town the citizens, 
many of them, a couple of weeks ago 
were looking up the recall business, and 
had it happened that city legislation had 
gone a certain way the recall would un- 
questionably have been put to use. 
Whether it would have won or not is not 
the question—we have it to use when we 
need it, and feel better because of our 
‘“‘preparedness.”’ 

From the tone of the Georgia news- 
papers, Hardwick and Smith could easily 
be recalled. The challenge of the con- 
stitution for these two pro-German gen- 
tlemen to go before the people and ask 
for vindication will not be heeded. 
Neither Smith nor Hardwick will listen 
to that. They understand that they are 
in—and they understand that they would 
be out if the people they are misrepre- 
senting had a chance to express them- 
selves. 

Here is a newspaper that has always op- 
posed the recall, but that now frankly in 
effect asks itself: ‘After all, has not my 
position been wrong?” 

And the very fact that it finds in its home 
town argument in substantiation of the recall 
principle, even though necessity for the ap- 
plication of that principle was circumvented 
in this specific instance, goes only to prove 
merit in the recall as “a mighty handy thing 
to have in the house” in case of emergency. 

As a matter of fact, the value of the re- 
call, like that of a shotgun in the closet, is 
not at all measured by the frequency of its 
use. The mere existence of it, and the fact 
that the people and the people’s elected 
servants know that it is there and ready for 
use, would tend to diminish need for its ap- 
plication. 

It is a safe presumption, too, that if the 
recall principle were incorporated in the 
statute books of the states generally a whole 
lot of things that have been done in Wash- 
ington during the last few months would 


have discreetly been left undone! 


And in this connection, too, it is but just. 


‘to Senator Smith to say that the excoriation 
he has received at the hands of the press 
and public of the state has done a whole lot 
to “make a Christian”,of him. He has had 
his ears close to the ground—and they are 
still there. By the ides of September, at the 
present rate of progress, he will be in a po- 
sition to “swear and be darned” if he wasn’t 
the original administration war man in 
Georgia, ready to eat a German every morn- 
ing for breakfast, and pointing to his col- 
league as “Billy the Bad Boy" who did all 
the development all by his little self, and 
who should be chastised for it.

FIGHTING THE DOPE EVIL. 


Federal authorities throughout Georgia 
are waging a determined battle against the 
narcotic drugs evil. They are going about 
the business in aggressive fashion and 
achieving commendable results. 

Especially is this true, in view of the 
multifarious obstacles with which they are 
beset upon every hand. 

In the first place, cunning is one of the 
proverbial attributes of the drug addict, and 
those who traffic in the stuff in violation of 
the law are almost as wily and subtle in cov- 
ering their tracks as are the vulpine victims 
of the dope they sell. This makes it mighty 
hard for the law’s officers to bring the cul- 
prits to book. : 

The Harrison anti-narcotic drugs act, of 
course, is not intended to be punitive against 
the addict, but against the purveyor of in- 
hibited drugs. It seeks to protect and re- 
claim the former; but brought to the witness 
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the malefactor, with truth and veracity 
thrown to the winds, 

All of which makes conviction extremely 
difficult. 

Another handicap rests in the fact that 
those having to do with the drugs traffic— 
unscrupulous physicians, druggists and the 
addicts—all are in league to trip the authori- 
ties and circumvent the iaw. There is a 


| fellowship hedging them, like the fellowship 


| 
| 
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of thieves, which works to their mutual pro- 
tection against detection, and against prose- 
cution when caught. 

Furthermore, courts, being only human, 
too often are moved by sympathy and com- 
passion—because there is nothing more piti- 
able than a confirmed “dope fiend’—and are 
prone to temper justice with mercy in im- 
posing punishment. 

In New York a few days ago four “dope 
peddlers” were convicted, and sentenced, one 
to serve five years, one-to three years and 
two to two years in the Atlanta penitentiary. 

It is safe to Bay that those four victims 
of their own criminality will do a lot of hard 
thinking before their respective terms ex- 
pire; and that if all courts were to adopt a 
similar policy, and, when guilt is clearly 
proven, mete out the limit of the law, marked 
inrocds in the illicit drugs traffic would 
speedily be made. 

The local federal officers are doing splen- 
did work in trying to stamp out this menace; 
and every reputable physician, druggist and 
lay citizen is in symipathy with what they 
are doing, both in thé way of enforcing the 
Harrison law and also the new law forbid- 
ding the importation of liquors into prohibi- 
tion territory. 

Sympathy, of course, helps; but without 
the actual and active co-operation of those 
who sympathize, the efforts of the law- 
enforcement authorities are rendered to a 
large extent vain, and the achievement of 
the results cgntemplated by the law is ma- 
terially impeded. 

If those physicians and druggists who are 
law-abiding and conscience clean—which 
means a vast majority of them—would take 
pains to co-operate with the government, and 
aggressively lend a hand in purging their 
respective professions of a few blacklegs and 
illegitimate practitioners; and with firm deal- 
ing on the part of the juries and courts, it 
would not take Mr. Yellowley and his assist: 
ants long to rid Atlanta and Georgia of this 
insufferable evil. 


THREE. YEARS. 


Three years ago today Germany declared 
war against France and invaded Belgium. 

Desolation, Destruction and Death—this 
war's “three graces’’—marks the sum total 
of three years’ achievements! 

Belgium and a large part of northern 
France is devastated, barren and pitted with 
shell holes. The invaders swept the land in 
triumph, leaving only misery, devastation 
and dead—men, women and children—be- 
hind them. 

Now they are being driven back again, 
and the once happy villages and peaceful 
landscapes are again being raked by shell 
fire, still further blighted by poison gases and 
strewn anew with the clay of mdthers’ sons! 

The destruction of these last three horrid 
years is incomprehensible. Nothing has 
escaped where the maddened armies have 
been; even the fertility of the fields for 
years to come, according to soil authorities, 
has been largely destroyed by the blasting 
of heavy artillery fire and the cutting of the 
networks of trenches, which have cratered 
and ditched the battle terrain, turning up the 
sterile sub-strata, which will. require years 
of sunshine, rain and frost to render it pro 
ductive. 

That’s on one front-alluded to in the 
dispatches as thé “‘western.’”’ The same con- 
dition exists largely to the east and the 
south. 

Serbia, Rumania, Montenegro and other 
Balkan states; a wide strip of western Rus- 
sia; Galicia, Poland and a large part of Asia 
Minor likewise have been ripped and war- 
torn and set back perhaps a century or more 
in physical progress and development. 

Three-fourths of the world has been 
drawn into the maelstrom and is fighting, 
man against man, ship against ship, plane 
against plane, on land, on and under the 
sea and in the air! 

And it all started ostensibly over a case 
of murder which should have been tried and 
settled in the courts of law and justice! 
But after all, that was only a pretext. 

The opposing forces have each at times 
been temporarily victorious; but for most of 
the time during these terrible three years 
they have been deadlocked, see-sawing back 
and forth, weltering in blood and carnage! 

So they stand today—-with nothing defi- 
nite accomplished by either belligerent, save 
the “three graces!” . 

But after almost three long years of wait- 
ing for the fire in Europe to burn itself out, 
our own strong hand took up the sword 
solely in the interest of Humanity; and un- 


less all indications come to naught, the end | 


of it all is not far in the distance,

these three years are weary, bled white, 
sapped and exhausted.

The picture was presented in an eloquent 
address by General A. J. West, of Atlanta, 
and was received by President Sam L. Olive, 
of the senate, ex-officio lieutenant gover- 
nor, at the request of Governor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, who was detained at a meeting of the 
board of trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia. 
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The portrait was painted by Eliphalet Fra- 


ser Andrews, a noted American artist, and 
was given to the state of Georgia by his 
wife, Mrs. Marietta Minnegerode Andrews. 
The presentation address was made by Gen- 
eral West at her request. 

When the joint session convened, the por- 
trait sat at the left of the speaker's stand, 
draped in the confederate flag and in the 
flag of the United States. When it was un- 
veiled a tremendous outburst of applause fol, 
lowed. 

The joint session was presided over by 
President Olive, of the senate, who intro- 
duced General West, after Secretary Mc- 
Clatchey, of the senate, read the resolution 
calling the joint session. 

General West's Tribute. 

General West paid glowing tributes to 
General Gordon and the men who followed 
him through the war. 

General West declared that he would 
rather have the record of the valiant Gor- 
don leading the armies of the confederacy 
on the bloody fields of the south than the 
glory of Napoleon, made in his selfish dream 
of empire. 

“General Gordon,” said General West, 
“as he rode the lines at Sharpsburg, with 
the light of battle in his eyes, rode into our 
hearts, the impersonation of chivalry, and he 
rides there today. General Gordon wrote his 
name in glorious skies and carved it deeply 
in the hall of fame, but the real glory of his 
valor and gallantry will not be properly re- 
corded until a new-born Homer shall arise. 
History holds no braver figure. General 
Gordon helped to create a nation; he wrote 
its epitaph and died the idol of its people.” 

General West then paid warm tribute to 
the men who served under Gordon. These 
men, he said, ‘have handed down to posterity 
a heritage of valor, and their sons today 
with the sons of the north are fighting for 
@ broader bond of liberty throughout the 
world. But in this great world-war, he said, 
no braver men will march than) those who 
sfought with Gordon. . 

General West's assertion that the south 
will today rival the north in supporting 
President Wilson in the nation's peril and 
trial was met with a great outburst of ap- 
plause. 

President Olive Speaks. 

In receiving the portrait President Olive 
pictured graphically the sturdiness of char- 
acter, the bravery and the chivalry of Gen- 
eral Gordon and his “Racoon Roughs” of the 
mountains of Georgia. ‘The annals of his- 
tory, said President Olive, show no such 
rapid rise as the genius of Gordon compelled 
for him when he rose from the rank of cap- 
tain to be the right-hand man of the immor- 
tal Lee before he had reached the age of half 
the men of the present general assembly. 
And he showed that after the war Gordon, 
by his sacrifices, had won such a place in 
the love and gratitude of the people of Geor- 
gia that no political machine or attack could 
pierce his armor. 

The audience broke into cheers when 
President Olive eloquently described how the 
sheer imperial manhood and womanhood of 
the south had enabled them to fight the bat- 
tle of the confederacy, “for they had no train- 
ing camps, no Red Cross nurses, no splendid 
tents nor any of the advantages of our sol- 
diers of today.” 

Cheers broke forth again when President 
Olive asserted that the south would keep 
the pledge that Lee made to the nation at 
Appomattox.

Women to Be Ready 
For. Nurse Service 


Editor Constitution: In the effort to pre- 
pare for the life and death struggle for our 
freedom which Germany has forced tfpon us, 
the women of the country fail to realize that 
for every two sick and wounded soldiers 
there must ‘be at least one faithful, compe- 
tent, trained nurse. Already the supply has run 
short, and no wounded soldiers yet on the list. 
It takes two to three years to be trained. 
This means that the women who can, wheth- 
er they want to or not, should put them- 
selves in training. The hospitals are all 
short of pupils and the vacanctes for gradu- 
ates are two to one for the competent wom- 
en to fill them. 

Volunteers untrained are not wanted. Our 
men are too valuable to entrust to their 
hands. Not the army hospitals, but the city- 
town hospitals are the places for the women 
to go and be fully and regularly trainedg then 
volunteer for service.

RUSS DEBACLE MEANS 
AMERICA MUST HURRY 


So Declares General Maurice, 
Who Expects Little Help 
From New Republic. 


London, August 2.—‘‘Looking from 


the broadest aspect at the events of 
the past fortnight in Russia,’’ said Ma- 
jor General Frederick B. Maurice, chief 
director of military operations at the 
war office, in his weekly talk today to 
the Associated Press, “‘it will necessa- 
rily mean a prolongation of the war. 


We cannot longer count on any great 
material assistance from Russia. This 
means a greater burden on the other 
entente allies, and for the United States 
it means that she must come into the 
field as soon as possible and with the 
zreatest possible force.”

“This week the battle in Planders was 


General Sir Doug- 
las Haig fixed a definite line of ob- 
jectives and, speaking generally, he 
attained it successfully. On the south- 
ern third of the front he attacked and 
gained his objective easily. On the 
northern third the enemy’s resistaneo 
broke down so completely that General

POLICE CHIEF KILLED 
BY GRAZED PATROLMIAN 


Supt. Reynolds, of New Or- 
leans, Shot Down in Office. 
Two Others Shot. 


Néw Orleans, August 2.—A suspend- 
ed policeman, Terrence J. Mullen, 31 
years old, believed to have been in- 
sane, shot and killed Superintendent of 
Police James W. Reynolds, probably 
fatally wounded Captain Garry O. Mul- 
len, the patrolman’s cousin, and wound- 
ed George Vandervoort, the chief's 
secretary, and Detective George Dill,- 
man, in police headquarters today. Pa- 
trolman Mullen was captured after be- 
ing wounded in the hand, knee and 
thigh, as he tried to escape from the 
building. At least fifty shots were 
fired by the patrolman and the police 
officers, and detectives seeking to stop 
him. 

Captain Mullen was in a hospital to- 
night and physicians stated he could 
not survive his wounds. Vandervoort 
and Dillman were not seriously wound- 
ed. Patrolman Mullen, held under 
guard in the hospital under charges 
of murder, was expected to recover. 

Chief Reynolds was shot and killed 
while in his office early today, in the 
presence of several police officers and 
detectives, Patrolman Mullen had been 
under suspension for a month owing *to 
the suspicion as to his mental condi- 
tion and he apparently became angry 
at Superintendent Reynolds when he 
declined to give him money from the 
police benefit fund without the doctor's 
certificate. The patrolman killed Chicf 
Reynolds at his first shot and not- 
withstanding the officers and detec- 
tives in the superintendent's office and 
others in the building began firing at 
him, the patrolman shot Captain Mul- 
len twice in the chest and Vandervoort 
in the head before he was wounded and 
captured. Dillman received a. slight 
wound in his cheek from a st¥ay bul- 
let. 

The slayer several years ago 
treated in a private sanitarium 
mental diseases.

PERSHING IS PLEASED 
WITH TROOPS? QUARTERS 


American Training Camp in France, 
Wednesday, August 1.—General Persh- 
ing gave the American expeditionary 
force an example of the strenuous life 
by sweeping through nearly a dozen 
villages where United States soldiers 
are living in I’rance and visiting near- 
ly all training centers which have been 
established from America’s first great 
contribution for the war for democracy. 

It was not a cursory inspection. He 
went into minute details all along the 
line, questioned private soldiers, com- 
pany cooks and various other ranks as 
to how things were going and what, if 
anything, could be done to improve 
the situation. 

General Pershing was expected Mon- 
day, but delayed lenving Paris until 
late yesterday. He spent the night at 

quaint little French village and 
reached the American army area early 
today. His visit was entirely informal, 
and he found the forces just as he 
desired—engaged in their daily routine 
work and drill. 

The general is also inspecting vari- 
ous places suggested for his field head- 
quarters, for he expects, before very 
long, to remove from Paris near the 
troops in training. He will return to 
Paris late tomorrow. 

At the end of the first day’s inspec- 
tion General Pershing said: 

“Our principal concern just now of 
course is to perfect the army organiza- 
tion. This is a big task, but it is mov- 
ing along smoothly and in a most satis- 
factory manner. 

“The work at cértain ports of dis- 
embarkation is well started. Railroad 
material is coming over as rapidly as 
can be arranged. Thesee®rogress we 
have made thus far, the assist- 
ance of the French, isa. ‘ce of great 
satisfaction to me. Billets and train- 
ing ground for men are as well located 
as could be expected at this time of 
the year, when space is limited by 
crops in the fields.

REVIEWED BY JELLICOE 


Believes Problem of German 
Submarine Bases Can 
Be Solved.

After adopting the resolution pro- 
viding for the investigation the house 
voted down us unconstitutional a pro- 
posed amen.Jment to the rules to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a speaker 
pro-tem., but announcement was made 
that the speaker will appoint a chair- 
man to preside over the house while 
sitting as a committee of the whole to 
consider the charges. It was stated 
that Mr. Fuller would be governed by 
a@ majority vote“of the house in making 
the appointment. An attorney to pass 
upon the admissibility of testimony 
also will be appointed and both Gov- 
ernor Ferguson and Mr. Fuller will be 
represented by counsel. 

The governor attended today’s ses- 
sion of the house.

“IT have drilled hundreds of men sgol- 
diers, but I do not hesitate to declare 
that these women learn with double 
the speed. This is true not-only of the 
educated girls, but also of the peasant 
girls, some of whom are entirely illit- 
erate. Their over-mastering motive is 
the patriotic desire to save Russia from 
ruin.

6] WERE KILLED BY HEAT 
NV NEW YORK YESTERDAY 


Most of 878 Deaths There 
Since Sunday Due to 
Temperature. 


Miss 


New York, August 2.—Thunder 
showers and cooling breezes late to- 
day brought relief from the paralyz- 
ing heat which has tortured New York 
| for the last four days. The lower tem- 
perature came too late, however, to 
avert another long list of deaths. The 
voard of health announced that 67 per- 
sons had been killed by the heat today, 
and there were hundreds of prostra- 
tions. Dr. Charles F. Bolduan, direc- 
tor of public health education, declared 
that most of the 878 deaths here since 
Sunday were caused by the high tem- 
perature, 

In addition to the heat victims in 
New York city, Jersey City reported 12 
deaths, Hoboken 5 and Jamaica 3. 

Parks and beach resorts were again 
overcrowded and thousands planned to 
spend ‘another night in the open. Scores 
of factories and business houses again 
virtually suspended operations. The 
stock exchange and the cotton and prod- 
uce exchanges announced that they 
would be closed all day Saturday, and 
most of the brokerage houses and 
banks in e financial district also will 
close. 

Mayér Mitchel ordered that streets in 
the chngested parts of the city be 
flushed more frequently, and the de- 
partment of water supply announced it 
would furnish an additional million 
gallons of water. Scores of hydrants 
in the tenement districts will be 
turned on for several hours each day 
while the heat wave lasts.
